Delivered by Noted Physician to L a ­ 
boring Men. 
Washington. Oct. 5.—"If every unit 
of our society Is willing to do that 
which they can do, I feel confident 
that the day Is not far distant when 
we will have wiped the dread disease 
j tuberculosis oft the face of the earth." 
This was the message of hope given 
by Dc. lAwrencS Flick of Phiiadel- 
I phla, one of the most eminent medl- 
' ral men of the country, at the new 
j National museum, where the tubercu­ 
losis exposition is being held In con- 
| nection with the International Con- 
| gross on Tuberculosis which adjourned 
Saturday. 
The meeting was in the in­ 
terest of labor and was one of a series 
to be given this week. 
The speakers 
were Dr. Flick, John Mitchell, former 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America; Samuel Oompers, presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor; Frederick L. Hoffman, an in­ 
surance 
statistician, 
and 
Richard 
Freund, president of the 
Working­ 
m en’s Insurance Office, Berlin, Ger­ 
many. 
"Tuberculosis Is peculiarly a disease, 
of the wage earner." said Dr. Flick, 
"and this 1« s o for the very good rea­ 
son that one of the strongest predis­ 
posing causes of the disease is over­ 
work.

H would monopolize and subject to 
partisan 
control 
the 
transportation 
service of the whole country and com­ 
pel the government to go Into business 
as a common carrier. 
There would be 
no competition by which rates could 
be determined, and therefore the cost 
of the carrying service to the people 
would be fixed arbitrarily by those at 
the time being In control of the gov­ 
ernm ent 
The chief grievance of the antimo­ 
nopoly agitators is that monopolies de­ 
prive the people of the benefits of com­ 
petitive enterprise.

The logical effect of the Bryan pro­ 
posal would be to strip railway labor 
of its independence, vastly increase 
the number of officeholders and add 
enormously to the tax burdens of the 
people.

TO AMERICAN FLEET. 


Japan Planning a Splendid and En­ 
thusiastic Welcome. 
Tokio, Oct. 5.—Japan is planning to 
give the American battleship fleet a 
welcome th at shall eclipse in splendor 
and enthusiasm any of the previous 
recept ion# fendered the American ves­ 
sels on their voyage around the world. 
The arrival of the fleet at Manila has 
given a stim ulus to the Interest in 
their forthcoming visit to Japan, and 
the preparations for the constant en­ 
tertainm ent of the Am erican officers 
•nd men are now completed. The ves­ 
sels are due here Oct. 17 and will re­ 
main a week. 
W hen the sixteen w arships under 
the command of Admiral Sperry steam 
into Yokohama harbor the salutes of 
their guns will be answ ered in kind 
from sixteen battleships of the Japa­ 
nese navy. 
These vessels already are 
at anchor off Yokohama. 
The Japanese governm ent will out­ 
do all its previous efforts at foreign 
entertainm ent and the occasion is re­ 
garded in Tokio as inaugurating a 
new page in the history of the rela­ 
tions between the two countries. The

ANXIOUS TO GREET DEBS. 


Manila, Oct. 5.—The A tlantic bat­ 
tleship fleet has safely outridden a 
hurricane which swept M anila bay for 
twelve hours and did much damage 
ashore. 
Typhoon 
signals 
w ere 
displayed 
early Sunday morning, but the storm 
broke over the bay suddenly and un­ 
expectedly at noon. 
It was impossi­ 
ble to hoist the cutters and launches 
belonging to the fleet heoause of the 
danger of sm ashing them against the 
steel sides of the battleships and the 
little craft were sent scurrying Inside 
the breakw ater Into the Pasig river, 
w here they rem ained all night. 
The 
storm quickly increased in intensity 
and the torrential rains shut in the 
chips. 
At 8 o’clock Sunday night the storm 
bad reached its height and it then 
gradually tapered down until at mid­ 
night it was alm ost calm, although 
heavy seas swung across the harbor. 
During the storm all the battleships 
had steam up ready for any em ergen­ 
cy. 
R ear Admiral Sperry finally or­ 
dered the flagship Connecticut and 
the Kansas, Minnesota, Vermont, Vir­ 
ginia and Ohio under way. 
They were 
close to the breakw ater and Admiral 
Sperry feared they m ight drag their 
anchors. 
The six 
vessels 
steamed 
down close to Cavite, w here they an­ 
chored. 
At tim es the wind blew at the rate 
of IOO m iles an hour. 
All communi­ 
cation with shore was cut off. 
It was 
impossible during the height of the 
storm to see the w arships through the 
haze of rain and spray. 
On shore it was dangerous to go 
about. 
Several carriages were over­ 
turned by the wind, trees were blown 
down, electric wires were prostrated 
and several buildings were unroofed. 


Crowd in New York Gets Beyond Con­ 
trol of Police. 
New York, Oct. 5.—T here was a 
wild scene in the Grand Central rail­ 
road station when Eugene V. Debs, 
Socialist candidate for president, ar­ 
rived here on his famous “red spe­ 
cial,” after a speaking trip through 
the W estern states. 
A crowd estim at­ 
ed to have been 4,000 strong had con­ 
gregated to receive the candidate and 
In the stam pede to greet Debs the In­ 
sufficient 
police 
lines 
were 
swept 
away, men and women were knocked 
about helplessly, their clothing was 
torn and a num ber were slightly in­ 
jured. 
Debs tried to wave the crowd back 
and shouted words of warning, but 
his voice could not be heard above the 
cheering. 
The train hands were kept 
busy pushing those at the front of the 
crowd off the steps of the "red spe­ 
cial.” 
The candidate was taken off 
the other side of the train and he 
managed to reach the street. 
The crowd followed and although 
Debs had Intended to go directly to 
the Grand Union hotel, across the 
Etreet from the depot, he found it 
necessary to go in the opposite direc­ 
tion to escape the mob. 
A fter cir­ 
cling several blocks, Debs reached the 
hotel. 
During the day Debs m ade two 
speeches, one at the Hippodrome and 
the other at the American theater. An 
admission fee was charged, but he 
had large audiences at both places.

MESSAGE OF HOPE. 


Delivered by Noted Physician to La­ 
boring Mon. 
W ashington, Oct. 6.—"lf every unit 
of our society is willing to do th at 
which they can do, I feel confident 
that the day is not far distant when 
we will have wiped the dread disease 
tuberculosis oft the face of the earth.” 
This was the message of hope given 
by Dr. law ren ce Flick of Philadel­ 
phia, one of the most em inent m edi­ 
cal men of th e country, a t th e new 
National museum, where tbe tubercu­ 
losis exposition is being held in con­ 
nection w ith the International Con­ 
gress on Tuberculosis which adjourned 
Saturday. 
Tho meeting was In the in­ 
terest of labor and was one of a series 
to be given this week. The speakers 
were Dr. Flick, John Mitchell, form er 
president of the United Mine W orkers 
of A m erica; Samuel Gompers, presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor; Frederick L. Hoffman, an In­ 
surance 
statistician, 
and 
Richard 
Freund, president of the W orking­ 
m en’s Insurance Office, Berlin, Ger­ 
many. 
"Tuberculosis is peculiarly a disease 
of the wage earner,” said Dr. Flick, 
“and this Is so for the very good rea­ 
son th at one of the strongest predis­ 
posing causes of the disease is over­ 
work. 
It 
Is 
an 
exceedingly 
fatal 
and prevalent disease among wage 
earners." 
John Mitchell, who presided, enume­ 
rated some of the obstacles to great­ 
er 
progress 
in 
the 
promotion 
of 
health and the eradication of disease 
and said It was due to the attitude of 
many em ployers of labor who he de­ 
clared resist the enactm ent of laws 
for the prevention of accidents and 
the promotion of health and who com­ 
ply with such laws with the greatest 
reluctance. 
Samuel Gompers paid a tribute to 
Dr. Robert Koch, the German scientist. 
He declared that Dr. Koch will live in 
the memory of man when those who 
fail to appreciate his discovery of the 
tubercle bacillus or those who fail to 
follow his precepts are forgotten. 
He 
declared th at the union workingman 
was less susceptible to tuberculosis In­ 
fection than the nonunion man, be­ 
cause the union shops are superior In 
sanitary appliances to other shops. 
Statistics were presented by Frede­ 
rick L. Hoffman showing th at deaths 
from consumption among wage earn­ 
ers in this country are 77,000 out of 
the 32,00'

In spite of his theatrical posture as 
a foe to monopolies William Jennings 
Bryan is committed to policies that 
would call into being in the United 
States a monopoly more powerful and 
more perilous than the wildest alarm­ 
ist has ever pictured, 
mg sinister 
scheme of public ownership, whereby 
the great trunk lines of railroads 
should become the property of the fed­ 
eral government and the state rail­ 
roads the property of the states, Is a 
plot against industrial Independence 
and commercial enterprise In America. 
It would monopolize and subject to 
partisan 
control 
the 
transportation 
service of the whole country and com­ 
pel the government to go into business 
as a common carrier. There would be 
no competition by which rates could 
be determined, and therefore the cost 
of the carrying service to the people 
would be fixed arbitrarily by those at 
the time being in control of the gov­ 
ernment 
The chief grievance of the antimo­ 
nopoly agitators is that monopolies de­ 
prive the people of the benefits of com­ 
petitive enterprise. 
Yet bere is the 
noisiest of all agitators boldly advo­ 
cating a project which would absolute­ 
ly paralyze the competitive principle 
In the vital service of transportation 
for the products of American labor! 
Has the baleful purpose of Bryanlsm 
ever been more clearly disclosed than 
in this monstrous proposition? 
Under the present system the pay of 
railroad labor Is regulated partly by 
legitimate competition and partly by 
highly useful organizations of the men 
thus employed. 
Public ownership as 
urged by Mr. Bryan would take from 
the vast army of railway employees 
the right to a voice in fixing their 
wages and transfer it to the govern­ 
ment 
In a word, the 1,500,000 men 
engaged In railroad work, who are at 
present able to insist upon fair treat­ 
ment in the matter of hours and pay, 
would absolutely lose their independ­ 
ence and be compelled to accept such 
terms as a federal or a state adminis­ 
tration saw fit to offer. Every change 
of party control in the legislative or 
executive branch of government, na­ 
tional or state, woald Involve the peril 
of an arbitrary readjustment of wages 
as well as of transportation rates. Un­ 
der such conditions business stability 
would be impossible. The interests of 
employer and employee alike would 
be menaced with constant uncertainty. 
Questions of carrying rates and of 
wages for railway labor would become 
Issues in party politics, and the gov­ 
ernment, possessed of a despotic mo­ 
nopoly control over the largest single 
national Interest next to agriculture, 
would be forced into a permanent at­ 
titude of apology and defense. 
The American wage earner naturally 
and Justly resents any attempt to re­ 
strict his independence or regulate his 
conduct through the arbitrary exercise 
of official authority. 
Yet here In the 
Bryan scheme of public ownership is 
the deliberate proposal that 1,500,000 
of the most intelligent, progressive and 
trustworthy of American employees 
shall be deprived of the right to be 
heard on questions relating to their 
wages and shall be obliged to accept 
such pay as may be prescribed by offi­ 
cials elected through partisan influ­ 
ences. That proposal brands William 
Jennings Bryan as an advocate of the 
most atrocious monopoly ever dreamed 
of by a demagogue or suggested by a 
tyrant 
It is a menace to American 
Industrial independence and stamps its 
author as a hypocrite and a traitor to 
the very cause which he pretends to 
support 
Another of Mr. Bryan's complaints 
against the Republican party is that it 
increased the number of officeholders. 
But 
his 
public ownership scheme 
would transfer upward of 1,500,000 
railway employees to the payrolls of 
the government for whose wages the 
whole body of American taxpayers 
would be assessed in case the railroad 
business should prove unprofitable. 
The logical effect of the Bryan pro­ 
posal would be to strip railway labor 
of Its independence, vastly increase 
the number of officeholders and add 
enormously to the tax burdens of the 
people. 
The evil genius of an irre­ 
sponsible political marplot never con­ 
ceived a single project so fraught with 
peril to the general welfare. 
The cost to tho people of Mr. Bry­ 
an’s revolutionary programme is, of 
course, a matter of no consequence 
whatever to him. He never cares for 
expenses so long as somebody else pays 
them. 
But in view of the fact that 
the adoption of his scheme would sad­ 
dle the taxpayers of the country with 
an additional interest bearing debt of 
mefre than $1,000,000,000 the people 
probably will pause to inquire wheth­ 
er It is worth while to assume so 
heavy a burden merely to test the nos­ 
trums of a spectacular quack whose 
economic doctrines, like his political 
sincerity, have been completely im­ 
peached by events.

Judge Taft Experiences Great Diffi­ 
culty In Obtaining 
Reft—Church 
Windows Broken by Crowd Anxious 
to See Him. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct;. 6.—It has 
been definitely decided that William 
ll. Taft shall close his campaign on 
the night of Nov. 2 at Youngstown, O. 
The national campaign of the party 
was opened at that place with Gov­ 
ernor Hughes as the principal speak­ 
er, and it has been deemed fitting that 
the national candidate should make 
his closing address at that place. 
The announcement was regarded as 
interesting from 
the 
indication 
it 
points to that the candidate will be 
occupied actively right up to the last. 
After the Youngstown meeting Mr. 
Taft will leave at once for Cincinnati, 
to cast his vote the following day. 
The details of the itinerary of the 
candidate after he closes his W estern 
tour in Chicago W ednesday night 
have not been finally worked out, but 
will be completed, it is said, this week. 
Candidate Taft had an exceedingly 
hard time to carry out what he de­ 
sired and had planned, a programme 
of rest for a day. 
He reached the 
city early in the morning from To­ 
peka and was met by a local welcom 
ing committee consisting of Senator 
William W arner, Representative E. C. 
Ellis and State Chairman W alter S. 
Dickey. They escorted him to the 
Baltimore 
hotel, 
where 
a 
private 
breakfast party occupied an hour or 
more, and demands of local politicians 
for “just a handshake,” consumed the 
time until the church hour. 
W ith Mr. 
Ellis, the candidate attended services 
at the Beacon Hill Congregational 
church, and from there lunched at the 
residence of Mr. Dickey. 
Broke Windows to See Taft. 
An automobile ride over the numer­ 
ous boulevards of which Kansas City 
is proud was taken, after which the 
real work of the day for the tired 
campaigner began. Mr. Taft had some 
time ago consented to talk of the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. to an audience of 
men 
at the 
Independence 
Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
The au­ 
dience completely filled the church 
and the crowd outside, which demand­ 
ed admission, was twice the num ber 
inside. Windows in the edifice were 
broken, so great was the eagerness of 
the crowd to get a glimpse of the can­ 
didate, and it was only after it had 
been announced that Mr. Taft would 
address the overflow meeting that the 
inside meeting was allowed to pro­ 
ceed. 
Mr. Taft delivered the same speech 
he made last Sunday to a similar au­ 
dience in St. 
Paul. 
He gave his 
strongest endorsement to the work 
the association is doing, particularly 
in the Philippines, the Orient and in 
Panama, to say nothing of the work in 
this country. 
When the outdoor meeting had also 
been addressed, Judge Taft was in­ 
formed by a committee which had 
been waiting for him that a large 
meeting of negro men and women had 
assembled in the Independence Bap­ 
tist church with the full expectation 
that he would come there and say just 
a word. 
As Mr. Taft put it when he stood 
before the negro audience: 
“I’m Just looking in on you a mo­ 
ment as I go by.” 
He then told his hearers that he 
was a friend of the race, had always 
been one and had strong beliefs re­ 
garding their condition and future. 
They faced, he said, a problem which 
the race itself m ust solve. 
He be­ 
lieved the negroes of the United 
States would solve the problem and 
solve it right. 
It was dusk when the candidate 
found himself in his rooms at th e ho­ 
tel, when orders were issued to give 
him the utmost quiet possible. 
Mr. 
Taft admitted that he felt greatly fa­ 
tigued with the work of the trip, but 
expressed the belief that a long night's 
rest would put him in trim for the 
work in Missouri.
